The First Conches,

In the fifteenth contury conches ap-
pear to have been used in proovssions
or other public cermmonies, wore us wn
ornament than anything else, if we may
judge from the clnmey form of the ve-
biole. The entravce of the Embassador
Trovasi inte Muntoun in n coreinge in
notiosd e enrly ae the yonr 1400, and
that of Froderiok 111 into Feankfort in
o coversd conch o the yenr 1476, 1t in
o curfons contrast to the yapidity with
which new invantions ato now adopted
that nearly a century olapsed before
the ocovered onrcinge wns  introdoced
into England,  Btow, in his Chponiols,
In the year 16656 mentions the in-
troduction in these terms: "This yoar
Walter Hipon mnde a conch for the
Earle of Rutlnnd, which was the first
conch (snith he) that ever wan mmle in
England, Sinoe—to wit, in anno 1664
—Ahe anid Walter Ripon muade the first
hollow turning conch, with pillers and
archies, for her majestio, bolng then hery
mervant,

“Also, in anno 1684, achariot throne,
with foure pillers behind to bears w
canopio with n crowne imperinll on the
toppe, nnd before two lower pillem,
whereon stood a llon and o drsgon the
supporters of the armes of England. "

though she herself drove to 8Bt Paul’s
eatbedral to return thanks for the de-
livery of her kingdom from the Spanish
armaddn, wins sccompanied by the privy
council and her attendants, who rode
on horsoback.

with her tomult of enthusinsm alone
onn deck her fittingly. Withont art
heraldry ie an ancouth and dead thing;
with art ehe liveth for every one sod I8
truly o seienes,

Heraldry oreates intelligent onriosity
and stimulntes historio imagination.
Bhie awnkens intercst in gonerations
gone by and should be taught, says My,
Ruskin, to the young men nnd maldens
of the strect awd lane, for heraldry
holps to decipher the forgotten hand-
writing on the wall and the glorious
record of our ancestors’ doings and
pirivings and progress and uwpward
elimbing in the long oroende nguinst
tyranny und glavery and igonorance and
lutolerance,

That beraldry is the shorthand of his-
tory and chronology seoms to be now
allowed, and heraldry, In n pense,
should be the asppliostion of the fine
arts of goulpture und painting to family
history.

done to tarnish the family escntcheon.
